CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

1.  This  Club  is  incorporated  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  science  of  political  economy,  the 
propagation  of  the  principles  of  the  Republican 
party,  the  promotion  of  friendly  and  social  rela- 
tions among  the  members  thereof,  and  the  better 
and  more  convenient  discharge  of  the  duties 
connected  therewith;  and  its  corporate  name  is 
The  Lincoln  Club  of  Cincinnati. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Officers. 

2.  The  Club  shall  have  as  officers;  a Board 
of  Directors,  a President,  three  Vice  Presidents, 
a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secre- 
tary, and  a Treasurer. 


C’ONSTITUTION. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Board  of  Directors, 

3.  'The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  fif- 
teen members,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  by 
the  stockholders  of  the  Club.  At  the  annual 
meeting  in  iS86,  five  Directors  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  for  one  year,  five  to  serve  for  two  years, 
and  five  to  serve  for  three  years;  and  thereafter 
there  shall  be  elected  annually  five  Directors  to 
serve  for  three  years,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  At  all  elections  for 
Directors,  all  votes  shall  be  cast  by  the  stock- 
holders in  person,  and  no  ballot  cast  by  proxy 
shall  be  counted  in  ascertaining  the  result  of  the 
election.  (Adopted  January  ii,  1886.) 

4.  The  Board  of  Directors,  when  duly  elected 
as  aforesaid,  shall  thereupon  annually  elect  from 
their  own  number  a President;  and  they  shall 
appoint  annually,  from  among  the  stockholders  of 
the  Club,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a Corresponding 
Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Treasurer, 
and  such  other  Officers  and  Agents  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  control  and  proper  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  the  Club. 
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6,  The  Board  shall  hold  monthly  meetings, 
and  also  such  other  special  meetings  as  may  be 
ordered  by  the  President  or  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. A majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  constitute  a quorum. 

Powers. 

6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  cogni- 
zance of,  and  determine,  matters  affecting  the 
welfare  of  the  Club,  and  authorize  and  control 
all  expenditures;  but  before  any  bill  or  measure 
for  the  expenditure  of  money  be  passed,  it  shall 
require  an  affirmative  vote  of  eight  members  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  Provided,  however,  that 
the  Board  of  Directors  may  authorize  the  House 
Committee  to  make  such  expenditures,  and  order 
the  payment  of  them  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
running  expenses  of  the  Club  House;  but  all 
such  expenditures  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  their  next  meeting. 

7.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  also  ballot 
for  candidates  for  admission  to  membership,  and 
act  as  a Court,  before  which  all  questions  and 
differences  which  might  affect  the  interests  of  the 
Club  may  be  brought;  and  its  decision  shall  be 
final  between  members  except  as  hereinafter 
otherwise  provided. 


CONST  IT  r riON. 
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8.  A majority  of  the  Hoard  of  Directors  shall 
make  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  for  the 
government  of  the  Club,  and  also  such  rules  reg- 
ulating the  amusements,  management  and  internal 
affairs  of  the  Club,  as  in  their  o])inion  may  be 
necessary  and  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution;  and  they  shall  likewise  have  the 
power  to  repeal,  amend  and  supply  existing  rules, 
regulations  and  by-laws. 

9.  The  Board  shall  have  power  by  an  affirma- 
tive vote  of  a majority,  to  assess  members  indi- 
vidually for  dues  in  a sum  not  exceeding  $15.00 
in  any  one  year. 

10.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  fix 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  rules  and  to  en- 
force the  same.  It  shall  also  have  the  power  to 
remit  penalties  for  offences  against  the  rules,  and 
for  unintentional  violation  of  the  Constitution. 

11.  The  Board  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties 
and  powers  hereinbefore  prescribed,  exercise  a 
general  superintendence  over  the  affairs  of  the 
Club,  including  the  procurement  of  a suitable 
house,  and  the  furnishing  and  arranging  of  the 
same  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Club. 

12.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  va- 
cancies which  may  occur  from  death,  resignation 
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or  otherwise,  either  among  the  officers  or  directors. 
It  shall  have  power  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
entire  Board,  to  remove  or  suspend  any  officer 
and  appoint  a member  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
such  officer  so  removed  or  suspended. 

13.  The  Board  shall  have  power  by  a vote  of 
two-thirds  of  its  members,  to  forfeit  the  member- 
ship of,  or  expel,  any  member  for  any  conduct 
which  in  its  opinion,  is  likely  to  endanger  the 
welfare,  interests  or  character  of  the  Club.  At 
any  time,  within  thirty  days  after  such  forfeiture 
or  expulsion,  a meeting  of  the  Club  to  consider 
the  same  shall  be  called,  if  a request  be  made  in 
writing,  by  such  members,  addressed  to  the  Pres- 
ident, to  which  meeting  an  appeal  may  be  taken 
from  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
a member  may  be  restored  by  a vote  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  members  present.  No  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  the  Board  on  a proposed  forfeiture  or 
expulsion  until  after  three  days  notice  in  writing 
shall  have  been  served  upon  the  member  in  ques- 
tion, setting  forth  the  charge  or  charges  against 
him;  and  any  such  member  shall  have  the  right 
to  be  heard  either  in  person  or  by  his  attorney, 
before  any  final  vote  thereon. 


roNiSTrriJTioN. 
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AR'nCLK  IV. 

President. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to 
call  and  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  or 
Board  of  Directors;  and  he  shall  have  a general 
supervision  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Club. 

15.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President 
and  of  all  the  Vice-Presidents  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Board,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
present  shall  select  one  of  their  number,  who 
shall  act  as  President  pro  tern.;  and  they  shall 
likewise  supply  the  place  of  other  officers  in  case 
of  their  absence. 

16.  In  the  absence,  or  in  case  of  the  resigna- 
tion, death  or  dismissal  of  the  President,  one  of 
the  Vice-Presidents  shall  preside,  and  also  per- 
form all  and  singular  the  duties  pertaining  to  the 
office  of  President,  during  the  continuance  of 
such  absence  or  vacancy. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Recording  Secretary. 

17.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  have 
custody  of  the  corporate  seal  of  the  Club,  affix 
the  same  to  all  instruments  in  wrilin  . v/l.tn  so 
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directed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  attest 
the  same.  He  shall  also  have  charge  of  all 
deeds,  mortgages,  leases  and  other  instruments 
in  writing,  except  securities;  and  shall  keep  a 
complete  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Club,  Board  of  Directors  and  Stand- 
ing Committees.  He  shall  discharge  all  such 
other  duties  that  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
Board,  and  such  functions  as  are  incident  to  the 
nature  of  his  office.  He  shall  draw  warrants  on 
the  Treasurer  for  all  bills  of  indebtedness  ordered 
paid  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  House  Com- 
mittee, which  warrant  shall  be  signed  by  the 
President  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  shall  be 
to  the  order  of  the  person  to  whom  the  Club  is 
indebted. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Corresponding  Secretary. 

18,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  to  notify  members  of  their  election,  to 
conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Club,  send 
out  notices  of  all  meetings  ordered  by  the  Board, 
or  called  by  the  President,  and  to  perform  such 
other  and  further  duties  as  the  Board  may  order. 


CONSTITUTION. 
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ARTICLE  VI 1. 

Treasurer. 

19.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all 
the  funds  and  securities  of  the  Club,  keep  a reg- 
ular account  thereof,  subject  to  the  investigation 
of  the  President,  and  shall  submit  the  same  at 
each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
deposit  all  moneys  and  securities  in  such  place 
and  manner  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board, 
and  pay  only  such  drafts  or  accounts  as  may  be 
previously  authorized  by  the  Board  or  House 
Committee.  He  shall  also  report  and  submit  to 
the  Board  at  each  annual  meeting  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Club,  the  number  of  resident 
members,  the  names  of  dilinquents,  and  the 
amount  due  by  each.  He  shall  also  have  the 
custody  of  all  notes  and  other  evidences  of 
indebtedness;  but  his  endorsement  thereof  must 
be  countersigned  by  the  President,  and  shall  be 
authoritative  only  upon  order  of  the  Board. 

20.  Upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office, 
or  his  resignation  or  dismissal,  he  shall,  within 
five  days,  on  the  written  order  of  the  President, 
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pay  to  his  successor  all  moneys,  securities,  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness,  books,  receipts,  and  all 
other  property  of  whatsoever  description  that 
may  be  in  his  possession,  or  under  his  control, 
and  reconvey  to  his  successor  all  realty  held  by 
him  in  trust  as  aforesaid.  In  case  of  the  death  of 
the  Treasurer,  his  successor  shall  be  authorized 
to  receipt  to,  and  receive  from,  the  executor  or 
administrator  of  said  decedent,  all  moneys,  secur- 
ities, evidences  of  indebtedness,  books,  receipts, 
and  other  property,  including  conveyances  of 
trust  property  as  aforesaid,  remaining  in  the  pos- 
session and  control  of  said  decedent  at  the  time 
of  his  death. 

21.  The  Treasurer  shall  also,  before  entering 
upon  his  duties,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Club, 
an  undertaking  in  the  sum  of  $10,000.00,  with 
two  or  more  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  condi- 
tioned for  the  true  and  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties.  Said  undertaking  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  a majority  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors; and  said  sureties  shall  be  free  holders  of 
the  State  of  Ohio  to  double  the  amount  of  said 
undertaking,  over  and  above  their  debts  and  lia- 
bilities respectively. 
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ARTIC'LE  VIII. 

Stock. 

22.  The  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  $25  each,  for  which  certificates  shall  be 
issued,  signed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Secretary. 

23.  The  stock  of  the  Club  shall  not  be  trans- 
ferable; and  upon  the  death,  resignation,  or 
dismissal  of  any  stockholder,  or  the  forfeiture  of 
his  stock,  the  shares  owned  by  him  shall  revert  to 
and  vest  in  the  Club. 

24.  Subscriptions  shall  be  paid  in  such  install- 
ments, and  at  such  times  and  places,  and  to  such 
persons  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  require. 

25.  If  any  stock  or  installment  of  stock  shall 
remain  unpaid  6o  days  after  payment  of  the  same 
shall  have  been  required,  the  same  may  be  col- 
lected by  civil  action. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Membership. 

26.  Candidates  for  admission  shall  be  pro- 
nounced Republicans,  not  less  than  21  years  of 
age,  and  of  good  moral  standing. 
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*27,  Every  candidate  for  admission  must  be 
proposed  by  one  and  seconded  by  another  mem- 
ber, over  their  own  signatures.  His  name  and 
the  names  of  the  members  proposing  and  sec- 
onding him,  shall  be  posted  in  a couspicious  j)lace 
in  the  Club  House  for  at  least  ten  days  immedi- 
ately preceding  his  being  balloted  for. 

28.  It  shall  require  an  affirmative  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  elect  a 
member;  but  five  negative  votes  shall  prevent  the 
election  of  any  candidate. 

29.  After  a candidate  for  admission  shall  have 
been  balloted  for  and  rejected,  any  member  of 
the  Board  may  call  for  and  have  a second  ballot, 
provided  the  request  be  made  and  ballot  be  had 
before  the  Board  adjourns. 

80.  Every  member-elect  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  notice  of  his  election,  sign  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws,  and  pay  his  subscription  for  stock 
and  his  dues,  or  his  election  may  be  declared  void. 

31.  None  but  stockholders  shall  be  entitled 
to  fill  any  office,  be  counted  in  the  number  neces- 
sary for  a quorum,  vote  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Club,  or  take  any  part  in  the  proceedings  thereof. 

32.  Contributing  members  may  be  admitted 
upon  payment  of  the  annual  dues,  provided  for 
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members,  and  shall  be  proposed  and  elected  as 
provided  by  tliis  Constitution  for  regular  mem- 
bers; and  such  contributing  members  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  i)rivileges  accorded  to  regular 
members,  except  those  given  exclusively  to  stock- 
holders, as  provided  for  in  section  31  of  the  Con- 
stitution. 

33.  In  case  a member  shall  neglect  to  pay  his 
dues  for  a period  of  thirty  days  after  notice  given, 
the  Recording  Secretary  shall  so  notify  the  Board 
of  Directors,  and  upon  order  of  the  Board,  at 
their  discretion,  his  name  shall  be  posted  for 
thirty  days  on  the  bulletin  board,  with  the  amount 
due  the  Club,  and  written  notice  of  the  same 
must  be  given  the  delinquent  by  the  Corresponding 
Secretary.  After  the  expiration  of  such  time,  if 
the  dues  are  not  paid,  he  shall  be  subject  to  the 
forfeiture  of  his  membership,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Board  of  Directors;  but  he  may  be  reinstated 
within  sixty  days  after  such  forfeiture,  by  a ma- 
jority of  the  Board  at  any  regular  meeting. 

34.  All  resignations  shall  be  in  writing,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Secretary;  but  no  resignation  shall 
be  accepted  while  a member  is  indebted  to  the 
Club.

CONSTITITTION. 


Life  Me7nhers. 

S4a.  Any  stockholder  may,  upon  an  affirma- 
tive vote  of  eleven  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars,  become  a life 
member  of  the  Club.  A certificate  of  such  life 
membership  shall  be  issued,  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary,  and  countersigned  by  the 
Treasurer,  which  certificate  shall  not  be  trans- 
ferable. Life  members  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  all  dues.  (Adopted  April  21,  1885.) 

ARTICLE  X. 

Meetings. 

86.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the 
Club  for  the  election  of  officers  and  transaction 
of  business,  on  the  12th  day  of  February,  each 
year,  and  should  the  12th  of  February  fail  on 
Sunday,  then  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  called 
for  the  day  following. 

36.  Upon  the  order  of  the  Board  the  Presi- 
dent shall  at  any  time  call  a special  meeting  of 
the  Club;  the  object  of  which  meeting  shall  be 
specified  in  the  order  of  the  Board  and  in  the 
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call  thereof;  and  no  business  not  thus  spec  ified 
shall  be  considered  at  the  meeting. 

37.  Upon  the  recpiest  in  writing,  to  the  IVesi- 
dent,  signed  by  seven  members,  he  shall  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Club,  and  notice  thereof 
shall  be  issued  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

38.  At  a regular  or  s])ecial  meeting  of  the 
Club,  thirty-three  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Glvhcs. 

39.  No  games  shall  be  played  on  Sunday,  or 
after  12  o’clock  midnight;  nor  shall  any  game  of 
any  kind  or  descripton,  for  money,  be  allowed 
in  the  Club  House. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

40.  The  Club  shall  not  as  an  organization 
endeavor  to  influence  in  any  manner  the  action 
of  any  National,  State,  County  or  Municipal 
Convention,  or  indicate  any  preference  for  any 
candidate  before  any  convention. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

Amendments. 

41.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at 
any  annual,  regular  or  special  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose  in  the  manner  following : The  pro- 

posed amendment  shall  be  subscribed  by  at  least 
ten  stockholders,  and  given  to  the  President,  who 
shall  cause  the  amendment,  with  its  signatures,  to 
be  posted  for  ten  days  on  the  bulletin  board,  and 
present  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  at 
their  next  meeting,  who  shall,  by  a two-third  vote, 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  amendment.  In 
which  case  the  Secretary  shall  issue  a notice, 
inclosing  a copy  of  the  proposed  amendment,  to 
each  resident  stockholder  of  the  Club;  and  a vote 
of  two-thirds  of  all  the  stockholders  present  at 
the  next  regular  or  annual  meeting  of  the  Club, 
or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose, 
shall  be  requisite  to  adopt  such  proposed  amend- 
ment. 


BY-LflWS, 


I.  Hy-L.aws,  Rules  and  Regulations  may  be 
aminended  or  new  ones  made  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  j)roposer 
having  posted  upon  the  notice  board  the  words 
of  the  proposed  alteration  or  addition,  for  at  least 
ten  days  immediately  preceeding  said  meeting, 
and  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  at  once 
give  written  notice  of  such  amendment,  and  that 
it  will  be  proposed  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

II.  Any  of  the  rules  or  By-Laws  governing 
the  business  of  the  Board,  may  be  suspended  for 
the  time  being  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Board. 

Special  Meetings. 

III.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
called  by  the  President  at  the  written  request  of 
any  three  members  of  the  Board.

IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  to  attend  all  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Order  of  Business  1 

V.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
the  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business: 

1.  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

3.  Election  of  new  members. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

5.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

6.  General  Business. 

Committees. 

VI.  The  management  of  the  Club  shall  be 
intrusted  to  the  following  committees,  appointed 
by  the  President: 

1.  A Finance  Committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  who  shall,  semi-annually  March  1st 
and  September  1st,  present  to  the  Board  of 
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Directors  estimates  of  the  expenses  of  tlie  C'lul) 
for  the  following  six  months  and  the  average 
monthly  income,  a|)})iove  all  hills,  and  audit  all 
accounts  before  ])resentation  to  the  l^oard  for 
payment. 

2.  A Committee  on  Membershii),  composed 
of  three  Members,  who  shall  attend  to  [)reserving 
and  increasing  the  membership  of  the  Club,  to 
whom  all  applications  for  membership  and  resig- 
nation shall  be  referred  before  being  passed 
upon  by  the  Board. 

3.  A House  Committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  who  shall  have  the  management  of  the 
Club  House.  They  shall  have  control  of  the 
servants  and  service  of  the  house;  shall  fix  prices 
of  supplies  furnished  to  members;  shall  purchase 
all  stationery  and  other  supplies  for  the  Club, 
and  they  may  control  the  purchase  of  all  supplies 
sold  in  the  Club  House.  They  shall  have 
authority  to  pass  all  bills  for  the  ordinary  running 
expenses  of  the  Club  House,  and  shall  report  their 
doings  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  their  next 
meeting.  And  the  names  of  the  House  Com- 
mittee shall  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board. 

4.  An  Election  Committee,  composed  of  five 
members,  who  shall  take  cognizance  of  all  Na- 
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tional,  State,  County  or  Municipal  elections,  and 
recommend  such  action  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
as  will  best  subserve  the  interests  of  the  Repub- 
lican party. 

VII.  Written  notice  of  the  appointment  on 
committees  shall  be  given  by  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary, and  the  President  of  the  Club  shall  be 
ex-officio  member  of  all  committees  of  the  Club. 

Superintendent. 

VIII.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  employ 
a Superintendent  to  take  charge  of  and  attend  to 
the  Club  House,  under  the  direction  of  the 
House  Committee.  He  shall  preserve  order  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of 
him  by  the  Board  and  by  the  House  Committee. 
He  shall  prepare  and  transmit  all  notices  for 
meetings  of  the  Club,  Board  of  Directors,  and 
Committees,  under  the  direction  of  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary. 

Restrictions. 

IX.  All  proceedings  and  discussions  concern- 
ing the  admission  and  expulsion  of  any  member 
shall  be  kept  in  secrecy  by  the  Board  and  officers 
of  the  Club. 
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X.  No  scr\  ant  or  employee  shall  he  permitted 
to  leave  the  Cdiih  House,  ex('ej)t  on  business  of 
the  Club. 

XL  No  subscription  |)apers  or  j)etitions  of 
any  kind  shall  be  circulated  in  the  Club;  nothing 
shall  be  exposed  for  sale  not  authorized  by  the 
House  Committee,  and  no  member  shall  be  soli- 
cited to  make  any  contribution  or  subscri})tion 
for  any  purpose  whatever  in  the  Club  House. 

XII.  No  member  or  visitor  shall  give  any 
money  or  gratuity  to  any  employee  of  the  Club. 

XIII.  No  member  shall  take  any  Club  prop- 
erty whatever  from  the  Club  House,  without 
leave  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Visitors. 

XIV.  Any  member  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  introducing  to  the  Club,  on  his  his  own  respon- 
sibility, any  gentleman  not  a resident  of  or  doing 
business  in  Hamilton  County;  and  any  person 

' so  introduced  may  have  access  to  the  Club  House 
for  the  period  of  one  week,  upon  registering  his 
name  in  the  Visitor’s  book,  and  obtaining  an 
Admission  Card  signed  by  the  President. 
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XV.  Persons  not  members  of  this  Club,  resid- 
ing or  doing  business  in  Hamilton  County,  shall 
not,  under  any  pretext  whatever,  be  admitted  to 
the  Club  House  except  to  the  waiting  room  for 
non-members,  and  the  office  on  Race  street  is 
declared  the  waiting  room  of  the  Club. 

Complamts. 

XVI.  All  complaints  of  any  matter  in  the 
administration  of  the  house,  shall  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  House  Committee. 


Dues. 

XVII.  The  annual  dues,  until  otherwise  or- 
dered, shall  be  Ten  Dollars  payable  in  advance, 
on  the  first  day  of  September  each  year. 

All  propositions  for  contributing  membership 
shall  be  accompanied  with  the  amount  of  the 
first  year’s  dues  before  the  election  of  the  con- 
tributing member  proposed  shall  be  entertained 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.

'The  name  of  every  candidate  for  life 
membership  shall  be  ])osted  in  a cons])iciioiis 
{)lace  in  the  Club  House  for  at  least  ten  days 
immediately  preceeding  his  being  balloted  for. 
(Adopted  June  13,  1885.) 

XIX.  After  a candidate  for  life  membership 
shall  have  been  balloted  for  and  rejected,  any 
member  of  the  Board  may  call  for  and  have  a 
second  ballot,  provided  the  request  be  made  and 
ballot  be  had  before  the  Board  adjourns.  (Adopt- 
ed June  13,  1885.)
